(Fhis is done with a view to 
the possible construction of a_ high 
level bridge, the cost of which would 
be to great to warrant the loading of 
the finances of the railway line with 
its burder. 


independence of G T P. 

Whatever may be the ultimaie in- 
tention of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
as to its crossing the ‘Saskatchewan 
on its way to’ Edmonton, it is clearly 
its intention, expressed by this appli- 
cation, not to be placed in a secondary 
position to the C, P. R., or im any 
degree be compelled to take a share in 
the O.P.R. enterprise. It ‘does not 
at all follow that ultimately this will 
not be done, but it shows conclusively 
that the Grand Trunk ~-Pacifie is 
prepared to take. care of its own 
separate interests from the start. 


Wil! Benefit the Public 

Of course there is no probability of 
two high-level bridges, but with two 
companies having full authority and 
sufficient resources to enable each 
one to build, the prospects of gettirg 
at least one bridge under favorable 
conditions to the general public are 
very wuch improved. 


Charters to Burn 


The list of applications for railway 
charters is already longer than usual, 
the present list containing twenty-six 
separate proposals. A number have 
already been didposed of and a num- 
ber are still te appear on the list. It 
looks as though the enterprise of 
chartering raNways was takingr a 
spurt. It is to be hoped that vigor 
in application for charters will be 
followed by corresponding v.gor in 
prosecuting constrection. 


G.T P_ Plans 


Wie Grand Trunk Pacific having 
floated their first bond issue very 
successfully are in a position to push 
construction with the utmost vigur 
and are preparing to do so. They are 
very reticent as ta their plans, but it 
is believed that the operation of the 
coming year will be practically re 
stricted to ‘getting connection be- 
tween the lakes and the prairies. The 
‘distance is a littla over 450 miles and 
of this distamce some 200 will be a 
Grand Trank Pacific. branch running 
from Fort William north-westerly to 
strike the main line of the ‘Trans-Con- 
tinental. The remainder cf the dis- 
tance will be part of the Trans-Con- 
tinental maim lime which will be a 
Government work. 


Work Between Lake and Prairie to be Rushed 


The Travus-Continenta!l Railway 
ommissioners are as reticent as to 
their plams as are the Grand Trunk 
Pacific ;eople, but it is reported that 
arrangements are mow being made 
for the transport of supplies from 
various peints on the C_P.R. lime be- 
tween Winnipeg to Lake Superior to 
the (,Trans-Continental main line 
which passes some distamce to the 
north. Owing to the existence of 
water-ways it will be possible to com- 
mence construction on the Trans- 
Continental at several points at once 
instead of it having te be pushed con 
tinuously from each end as was the 
©.P.R., which pecessarily made its 
construction correspondingly slow.
